In the uble letter pobliihet) in Friday's 
Herald, frain a writer atoning lunuelf 
A'isflna, on Ihe lubject «f " Bunk MoFe- 
merjtt," referring chiefly lo the motnuent 
for trantfemug lo a new company/ the 
buiintu and aasrti of the expiring Com 
ratreial, much itrcn ii laid, and with oh- 
vioni reuun, upon lh( nece»it]i of a true 
ami faithful antwer being demanilrH, by 
Ihuae who lltink of lubtcribing fur iharei, 
to Ihe queitian, " Whal are the ueti 
worth?" Of count, our correspondent 
doej not for a muuienl iupj>uae that the 
qanliuo wuuld be either forgot tea or 
llghtljf dealt with by the p rtiei whose 
intertill it to nearly concern*-. He muat 
know our colonial capitaliiti too well to, 
apprehend that they would part with their 
cash, without leeing that for their inqney 
(hey got money '■ worth. But he i/Vvr 
rapprehtnd that, without very tlricl pre- 
caution ud their own pari, they may be 
aver- reached in Ihe proceit uf raluation. 
And the ei-periente of the lart four or five 
years abundantly juaUliea such an appre - 
hention. We have seen how aaieu, 
which hove been jtaraded in half-yearly

Act" of ISM, the Imperial Parliament 
julerfered bialti nidi the fliii'.of llugland 
and with the pmviticial banks, in regard 
to the amount of their ioiuei as well ** in 
uther rrspecli, to an extent never before 
>l tempted ; and we are not aware that Ihe 
Qoxkn's Government have ligoilird any 
wiah that interference with banking ope- 
rations in the colonic! should go farther 
than that. Karl U air's despatch lo the 
Governor of New Zeal a mi, mggeiling 
that, if banki of issue were not already 
established in that colony, ihe issuiug of 
paper inuney, like the coinage of nieullic 
money, should be claimed ai the preruga< 
tire of Government, is, we suppose, the in 
eident itlluded toby the apeakcr at the 
Royal Hotel. But, besides that, it 
was no mare than a suggestion, the de 
spatch contemplated no interference with 
existing interests, and significantly in- 
timated that public opinion in England, 
is evinced during the discussions in 
Parliauutnt on the Bank Charier re 
newal, art* gradually leading to tbe 
principle upon which the suggestion was 
founded— namely, that, even within the 
United Kingdom, tht privilege of issuing 
paper money ought to be mooopulixed by 
the State,

An Act of Council for the establishment 
and control of a banking emiijuiiy must 
contain ihr following ainongal otter 
provisions. 

The whole of the company's capital 
must be subscribed for within a period 
not exceeding eighteen months from 
the date or the Act, The shareholders 
are to be declared a body corporate, 
with common seal and perpetual sue- 
session, and other usual corporate powers. 
The corporate body is to carry on the 
business fur a limited term of years, not 
to exceed twenty -one, unless under 
particular circumstances. Its business is 
not to he com me need until the whole uf 
tiie capital has been lubscribed foi, and a 
moiety at least paid tip , the remaining 
moiety to be paid up within a given 
period from the date of the Act, nut in 
general exceeding Inn years. When 
shares are transferred between the passing 
of the Act and the actual com wen cement 
or business, the responsibility of the ori- 
ginal aharahoider is to continue far six 
months after the date of the transfer, Tht 
company is not to advance money un ihe 
security/ uf lands, houses, merchandise, 
ate. ; but to confine its transactions to 
discounting commercial paper and nego- 
liable securities, and other legitimate 
hanking business. The discounts or ad- 
vances on securities bearing the nam* of 
any director or officer of the company, are 
nut at any time lu exceed one-third of 
the total advances and discounts, of the 
hank. The total amount of the com- 
pany's liabilities, or what kind soever, 
over and above the amounts of deposit), 
is not at any time to exceed three limes 
the amount of capital sctunlly paid up. 
The total amount ol bank notes payable 
on demand, issued and in circulation, is 
not at any time to exceed the amount of 
paid up capital. The liability of shorf- 
holders ii lo be limited lu twice the 
amount uf their subscribed shares. Sui- 
penaiun of specie payments an demand, 
for a given number of days, not in any 
case exceeding tixly, within any one 
year, either consecutively or at interval!, 
is to be deemed a forfeiture of all the 
privilege! conferred by law. The com- 
pany is lu make up and publish perio- 
dical statements of its assets and liabi- 
lities. 

Such are the leading provisions of the 
code lo which our future banks are to be 
subject. And what is there in any of 
Ihein which can be reasonably objected 
tol They are clearly intended to torn- 
binclhejuilinlrreMaofsliarehulderawith 
the serum y of the public. And they are 
in substance such at the Imperial Par- 
Lament has prescribed for joint stock 
banks throughout Ihe United Kingdom. 
There is therefore no room lu complain 
of either despotic or invidious inter- 
ference.
